Among others were 
Lawrence T. Neal, accompanied by Mrs. Battle, 
a Chicago relative. Thinking that Harness 
found most of his pleasure in the sum of money 
represented in the stake, Mrs. Battle proceeded 
to congratulate him on that score. 

“I don’t care a damn about the money,” was 
his brosque reply. ‘‘Just to show these Ken- 
tucky fellows that a racehorse will grow in 
Ohio is all I care about.’’ 

Harness was born near Moorefleld, W. Va., in 
1823, and went to the Scioto Valley at an early 
age. In 1867 he engaged in the breeding and 

running of thoroughbreds. He had pieviously 
been an active supporter of the old Chillicothe 
Racing Association, until a certain race that 
had the taint of crookedness about it came to 
his notice. With the courage of his convictions 
he denounced this race and refused to lend his 
support to the association. 

“I love the game,” was his declaration, 
it must be played fairly.” 

That has always bsen the principle he has 
followed in racing. In 1867 he formed a part- 
nership with Joseph McConnell, likewise a turf- 
man of the old school. They purchased at pri- 
vate sale four thoroughbreds— Vauxhall, Gen- 
eral Duke, Bayonet and Luxemburg— from A. J. 
Alexander, the noted Kentucky breeder. General 
Duke was shipped to the east and won two 
stake s at Saratoga, and later in the summer won 
a hard-fought finish in a stake race at Cincin- 
nati. 

Having been successful beyond their expec- 
tations. Vauxhall, General Duke, Luxemburg 
and Bayonet were ehipped to New York in the 
spring of 1868, and there were entered in a num- 
ber of good races. General Duke won the Bel- 
mont Stakes, an event which might be com- 
pared to the Suburban of today. Receiving 
tempting offers for their stable. Harness & Mc- 
Connell disposed of all but Vauxhall, then the 
most promising of the lot. Previ< us to winning 
the Saratoga Cup the next year, Vauxhall be- 
came the sole property ot McConnell, and Har- 
ness contented himselt with an occasional visit 
to the racecourse to satisfy his love of the sport, 
until 1871, when he bought Mydia and Mollie 
Foster, the granddam of Imp. With Mydia he 
won the Jersey Derby at Long Branch, then 
sold the horse. Mollie Foster was retained and 
bred, her foal being Fondling, the dain of Imp. 

Another favorite of Uncle Dan’s is a yearling 
colt by Palestine— Fondling, which is very 
promising, and hopes are entertained that the 
colt will prove a breadwinner. Since Imp’s 
victory in the Suburban, Harness has been 
deluged with correspondence, including 
quests for his photographs and that of the 
mare, propositions to back her against any 
other Suburban candidates and offers to pur 
chase These last have grown to be a source of 
great annoyance to the old man. He is deter 
mined that ha will entertain no such offers, and 
each miseive containing a proposition to sell 
only increases bis determination in this regard

GOSSIP OP THE TURF. 



While in the main the Fort Erie meeting has 
been eminently satisfactory, certain horses be- 
longing to certain owners have by their con' 
tradictory performances furnished food for 
scandal, one case calling for the following tart 
comments from the Canadian Sportsman: 

“The reversal of form shown by Jndge War- 
dell at Fort Erie on Saturday last was of such 
an extraordinary character that it demanded 
prompt attention from the jndge’s stand. The 
owner, trainer and jockey were brought on the 
carpet and after the interview the officials 
knew as little about the cause of the sudden 
change as they did before. The bottle of Bherry 
that Mr. Graydon admitted giving the horse 
might or might not have influenced his run- 
ning, but onr advice to his owner is this, that 
if he is desirous of starting well in the racing 
world, the sooner he gets rid of snch a rank in 
and outer as the Jndge the better for his own 
reputation. 

The statement by the judges that Graydon 
could be ruled off for giving his horse the 
sherry wme sounds eminently foolish to one who 
has aDy knowledge of English racing. I have 
seen ale, sherry and port wine administered a 
hundred times to faint hearted horses over 
there and not the slightest concealment was 
practiced about the giving of it, and if snch a 
clause as declared by the Fort Erie judges is 
in the Western Turf Congress rules it is an 
eminently stupid one. The nse of electric ap- 
pliances and the ‘hypo’ are very properly 
punishable, yet, though the Highland Park 
Club employs a paddock judge to watch opera- 
tions, we haven t heard of anybody so far being 
punished, thongh we do know that the ’hop’ 
was used at Montreal and has been used at the 
preseht Fort Erie meeting as well. With three 
judges iu the stand, and a paddock judge, one 
would think there are watchmen enough on 
duty to detect wrong doing, but commencing 
with the Montreal meeting up to the present 
time, while there has been a good deal of official 
warning and a good many official threats, 
he exclaims when the ) neither one nor the other has been crystalized 



The Haggin yearlings sold in New York last 
month brought low prices because they were 
considered the refuse of the year’s crop, it being 
known that what were deemed the pick of the 
big lot had been shipped to England for sale in 
the expectation that they would bring better 
prices there than could be obtained in 
this country. The move hp.s proved a mis- 
take all around. Those sent to England 
were sold at Newmarket last Tuesday for an 
average of only $605. As the choicest of the 
Rancho del Pa9o yearlings it is almost ;a cer- 
tainty that they would have brought a much 
higher average in New York. An Associated 
Press dispatch from Loudon gives the following 
particulars of the sale, and also the surprising 
information that Pierre Lorillard “has the 
finest stud in America.” 

“The sale of Haggin’s yearlings at New- 
market Tneslay attracted much attention and 
realized £10,789, averaging £121. In only one 
instance was a really good price reached— 
namely, 1,850 guineas for a Goldfinch — Fleu- 
rette colt. The late Brace Seaton’s Amer- 
ican yearlings averaged 127 guineas, Thurs- 
day. A number of yearlings were bought by 
Purcell Gillpin, who will train and race them 
here for William C. Whitney. Truth says 
There has been a great deal of cracked- 
brained trumpeting about American-bred 
yeai lings. A mighty fuss was raised about 
large consignment of yearlings from the 
United States, sold at Newmarket last au- 
tnm. when high prices were realized, but 
not one of the animals which then changed 
hands has won a race so far, and they appear 
to be practically worthless for racing purposes, 
When aeinine enthusiasts indulge in laudatory 
rants about American horses because Lord 
Beresford won a number of important races 
with animals from the United States, they for- 
get his horses were all bred by Mr. Lorillard, 
who has the finest stud in America.” 

Fansturo defeated Our Gertie and Verify in a 
fast six furlongs at St, Louis Thursday 
Though known to be very speedy when at his 
best the colt’s running of late had not been of a 
character to suggest that he was likely to de- 
feat two such fast sprinters as Our Gertie and 
Verify, bat he did, and thereby caused trouble 
He belongs to J. C. Cahn. * T *rify belongs to 
AbeCahn. As the aftermath v the race the 
judges have ordered that Fausturo’s entry shall 
not hereafter be received at St. Louis, and have 
also announced that the Cahu brothers will not 
be allowed to run their horses in the same races 
from this time on. Ia an official statement of 
their investigation of the betting side of the 
race the judges say; 

“We have looked into the Fausturo race and 
can find no evidence of fraud. We examamined 
the sheets and found only a scattering play 
most of it place and show where the horse 
figured to have a chance to land. Thera seemed 
plenty of Verify money in the ring, while Our 
Gertie, too, was well backea. The ring won 
and lost on the race, about equally divided, 
The winnings figured up $3,336, and the losses 
$2,002. There was no unusual play iu tbe pool- 
rooms. In our official knowledge we have 
known where Fausturo’s stable has backed the 
colt heavily, and he has run most disappoint- 
ingly. Fausturo was little used in the false 
breakaways. However, as he comes within the 
range of inconsistent horses uo farther entries 
will be received from him.” 



MUDDY TRACK RACING. 



Wind, mud or rain seems to be no deterrent 
whatever to Chicago race-goers on Saturdaya 
or holidays. Yesterday Hawthorne entertained 
an enormous crowd. Despite the fact that the 
track proper was ankle deep iu sticky mud and 
that the steeplechase coarse was a quagmire, 
the big crowd seemed to thoroughly enjoy the 
sport. There were three hair-raising finishes, 
and taking everything into consideration the 
racing was good. 

A handicap at one mile and a steeplechase 
over the short course were the principal racing 
features and both events were pleasing to 
look at. 

Out of the mile handicap came a rousing fin- 
ish that set the crowd astir. There were but 
five starters but so evenly had Secretary Kuhl 
distributed the weights that each one seemed 
to have a chance and consequently the betting 
on it was fast. Branch closed favorite at 9 to 
5, Jolly Roger was 3 to 1, Boney Boy 31 to 1, and 
Prince Blazes 4 to 1. Carl C. was the outsider 
at 15 to 1. 

Starter Dwyer sent the field away at the first 
attempt with Jolly Roger in front, Prince 
Blazes second and Branch third. Boney Boy 
broke last but went to the front on the first 
turn and entering the backstretch he was a 
length in the lead. Passing the half mile 
ground Boney Boy still held his advantage. 
Branch being second, Jolly Roger third and 
Prince Blazes last. This order prevailed to the 
stretch turn where Boney Boy gave it up and 
Branch shot to the front. Vitatoe had the lat- 
ter well in hand and seemed to be winning as 
he pleased. Then the boy got careless and let 
Branch loaf. All of a sadden Prince Blazes 
came up on the [inside * like a shot 
out of a gun, and before Vitatoe came out of 
his trance tbe race was over and Prince Blazes’ 
number was hung ont. This seemed to be a 
very popular victory and the crowd congratu- 
lated itself vociferously. 

The steeplechase was a two horse affair de- 
void of interest but for the great gameness that 
Jack Hayes displayed. He carried top weight, 
was beautifully ridden aud wore down Colonel 
Weightman’s big lead at the and with bulldog 
gameness. The horses slipped and splashed 
abont throughout and the best that could be 
said of the race was that it was a farce. 

Samovar, Dal Paso II. aud Molo furnished a 
rattling finish in the fourth race, aud were so 
close together that only the judges could sepa- 
rate them at the wire. Tbe trio got on about 
even terms at the eighth post, and from there to 
the wire had it hammer and tongs. Samovar, 
strongly ridden by Everett, proved the lucky 
one and got tbe verdict by a nose from Del 
Paso II. He was a short head iu front of Molo, 

Caviar proved to be the best mudder of the 
two-year-olds in the first event, and after a 
little shaking up at the head of the stretch 
eventually won easily from Etta. Princess 
Thyra, the favorite, finished last but one. 

After a long, hard drive the entire length of 
the stretch Teutons outstayed Uhler in the sec- 
ond race and won by a head..
